Military De velopments in South Vietnam: US 
Marines moved into the southern Demilitarized Zone 
(DMZ) on 28 July in an attempt to destroy North 
Vietnamese mortar and artillery positions. 

The action, carried out by three Marine com- 
panies participating in Operation KINGFISHER, was 
the first penetration of the DMZ since late May when 
Marines and South Vietnamese paratroopers swept 
the southeastern portion of the zone in force. No 
enemy contact has been reported thus far in the cur- 
rent operation. 
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Bolivia : The army is having little success against 
the Communist- led insurgents in south- central Bolivia. 


Army patrols made only limited contact with the 
well-trained insurgents in a sweep operation against 
them last week. In addition^ insurgents attacked an army 
outpost north of the guerrilla zone on 23 July,

the area — and increasing evidence that local garrisons 
lack aggressiveness will weaken the Barrientos admin- 
istration in the long run.
